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PREFACE. 


The bulk of tbe coins contained in tfie present Collec¬ 
tion, formed part of a mass of miecellaneous coins belonging 
to tlio Dehli Mxisenm, which was housed in the f own Hall 
The nucleus may have been collected by tb© old Dehli 
Archeological Society, but as a whole, they appear to have 
been got together in a haphaaard fashion, no reliable list 
was in existence, and no attempt had been made to arrange 
them in any way- Last year it was suggested tliat the coins 
of the JDebli kings should be picked out, and foimed into 
a collection illustrating the history of the successive rulers 
who have reigned in the ancient capital, to be placed on view 
at the new Museum in the Dehli Port- During the course 
of the work it was found necessary to supplement the 
original Town Hall collection, and this was effected by means 
of a grant made by the Archeological Department. 

The Collection, as it now stands, comprises four hundred 
and six exhibits. It is in no way representative of all 
the various typ« of the multitudinous issues of the differ¬ 
ent kings, but on the other hand, all the important rulers 
are represented by well-known types of their coins, and 
it is not wanting in rare specimens, The Coliecticn is in¬ 
tended to be on view, and to be of such a bulk that it can 
be inspected with interest and pleasure by visitors to the 
Fort Museum. As far as is consistent with the attainment 
of these ends, I think it may be claimed that the Collection 
is sufficiently large a\id representative. 

The Catalogue is in three pai’ts. The first pan deals 
with the coins of the Pre-Muhammadan Dynasties; the 
second with those of the Pathin Kings of Dehli; and the 
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third with the coius of the Mu^l Emperors. As an in* 
iTodnction to each pai‘t, a brief Note has been written 
describing the coin s and their inscriptions. Lists of the k in gs 
of the varions dynasties have been appended, bnt little or no 
attempt has been made to naiTate t^»eir history, which is 
readily accessible in the many existing works on the subject. 
I have endeavoured to make the Notes a very brief intro¬ 
duction to the fascinating subject of Indian numismatics. 

A certain amount of information has also been incor¬ 
porated in the Catalogue propei'. Translations of intei-eeting 
inscriptions, as on some of the coins of Muhammad bm 
Tu^aq, have been given. The Pewiau couplets on the 
coins of the Mu^al Emperors have been explained. 

‘Coin Collecting in Northern India/ by C. J. Rodgers 
(Pioneer Press, Allahabad), is a good book for the beginner'. 
Mr. Thomas’s ' The Chronicles of tlie Pathan Kings of 
Dehli’is still the standard work on the numismatic history 
of the Patli^ dynasties of Dehli. A large mount of 
valuable information is contained in ‘Musaltnan Numistna- 
tics’ by Dr. Codi’ington, 

The form of the first part of the Catalogue has been 
based on Volume I of the Catalogue of the Coins in the Indian 
Museum, Calcutta, by Mr. Vincent Smithy that of the second 
part on Volume II of the same Catalogue, by Mr. Nelson 
Wright; and that of the third pai*t on 0. J. Rodgers* 
Catalogue of the Coins of the Mughal Emperoi-s in the 
Lahore Museum. 

I wish to acknowledge my indebtedness to tlie above 
works, which are the sources of my material.

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INTRODtJOTION, 


Th€ city of Dehli h heaved to hav« been ongiaaJiy colonised 
from Kanauj in the sixth century of oar era. From about the 
middle of the tenth century to the Muhammadan conquest in the 
twelfth and thirteenth centuries, it remained under the sway of 
various Rajput dynasties. The earU«t of these was that estab¬ 
lished by the Tomara Rijis of Ajmirand DehU, founded, accoiding 
to tradition, in the eighth century, but not authentically known 
until the tenth. Tiie Collection contains specimens of the currency 
of two chiefs of this line, Sallakshanapila-Deva, and Kumirar 
pila-Deva. 

The other Rajput dynasty known to have been definitely 
connected with Dehli, was that of .the ChauhAns of Ajmrr, DehU 
and SAkambhart It came to an end with the celebrated Prithvi 
Rija, known locally as Rai Pithora, who was defeated and 
executed by Muhammad bin 8^ in A.D. im. Coins of Prithvi 
Bija are included in the Collection.

INTRODUCTION, 

The Pathin Kings of Debli, so-called, as the foregoing list 
shows, comprise six distinct dynasties. The history of each 
dynasty exhibits similar features. It owed its rise to the strength 
and energy of a founder able to exact obedience from a turbu¬ 
lent nobility. His successors did little to maintain their posi¬ 
tion, and in many cases sank into depravity and vice. In time 
came rebellions, and a revolution, the leader of which became 
the hist of a new line. 

The first ruler of the Ghazni dynasty to make a permanent 
home in In(ha was Muizsu-d-din Muhammad bin SAm. In 
a great battle he crashed a confederacy of Hindu lAjas led by 
Plith^ RAja of Ajmir, and afterwards extended hie conquests 
over the whole of Northern India. One of his generals was TAj 
ud-Din Yaldus. Coins of the latter, and of Mahnifid bin Muham¬ 
mad bin SAm are included in this Ooileotdon. The Qutb MinAr at 
Dehli was probably commenced by Muhammad bin SAm, and 
carried on by Qu,tbu-d-din Aibak. The upper storeys were added 
by Piros Tu^aq. 

Aibak had been a slave of Muhammad bin SAm. Aibak’s 
slave, Sbamsu-d-din Altamah, put aside AxAm ShAh, and seated 
himself on his master’s throne, where he reigned for a quarter of 
a century. Hence this dynasty is often known as the Slave 
Dynasty. 

The infinence of Altamsh is clearly shown by the accept¬ 
ance of his daughter Raziya as Empress, the only Muham¬ 
madan queen in her own right who ever occupied the throne of 
Dehli. 

^dyAgu-d-din Balban, a stern and efficient ruler, did all 
that was possible by the moat rigorous measures to consoli¬ 
date his position, and to secure an undisputed succession. But 
aU was nullified by the weakness and debaucheries of his 
successor KaiqubAd, and the throne was usurped by JalAlu-d- 
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The latter io his turn wn? assassinated by his 
nephew ‘Aliii—d-din Muhammad, u'ho had little difficulty in 
putting an end to the reign of the boy SuMn, RuknaHl-din 
Ihrihim, son of iTaUlu-d-din. He allowed Tiimsclf a strong and 
unscrupulous rnlcr, rwid managed to i*ejgn for twenty yeois. FTis 
roina M'C vexy common. 

His son Qutbu-<l-din Mubdralr w<vi one of tho m<iNt dohauehod 
monarch^ who ever sat oti a throne. Tim eoiivs of thin Sol.t4n 
are of fine wnrkmansliij). i^qiini'e pieces in HilveJ’, billon, and 
copper are met with; examples of all these are contained in this 
Collection. Qntbu“d*din ^vas murdered by his successor in 1320 
A,D., but til© latter yvftn quickly defeated by tho governor of 
Multim, wlio ascended the thione as Gluy^u*d-din Tu^Iaq 
Sh&h, Thi.s Sultin wc£ aasa^ainated by his o\m son in 1324 A.D., 
and the paxTicide succeeded midor the name of Muhammad bin 
Tu^laq, Tlie annals of his i*eign are rich from a numismatic 
point of view. Coins of many types, exhibiting a profusion of 
inscriptions, wore issued in great numbers. Tliis Sultin Kucceod- 
ed to more of IntUa than any of his predecosaora, and it waa 
during his reign that disintegration set in. 

Tlie long and uneventful reign of Firos Sh£h was distinguished 
by the number and magnificence of the public v'orks carried 
out under his auspices. His coins in several varieties are very 
common. During his lifetime he took the unusual comae of 
associating at various times his three sons Fath Khin, Zofar, 
and Muhammad in the government. Coins bearing the Joint 
names of Firot and of these three sons respectively, are extant, 

Tughlaq tT was the son of Fath ^an, and Abb Bakr the son 
of Zalav. 

Mahmud was peibaps the moat inept of Firoz Shah’s succesaors. 
The posaessiou of the very capital itself wae disputed by another 
grandsoa of Firoz, Nusrat Sh^, and for some time both Sult&ns 
issued coins from Dehh. This internecine strife was terminated 
by the advance of the celebrated Taimtr^ who totally defeated 
the Indian army under the walla of the capital in the year 
A.D. 1398. The merciless sack of Dehli and massacre of 
its inhabitants followed. After the departure of Taimiir. the 
capital remained in a state of complete anarchy till with the

death of M^hmAd in A,D. 1412, the Tu^laq dynasty came to an 
end. 

The feeble Sayyid dynasty was set aside by Bahlol Lodi, and 
under hie vigorous rule Dehlf began to lecover some of its old 
prestige. 

The last representative of the Lodie lost his kingdom to the 
Mu^al Bihar on tho field of Pioipat in A.D. 1625, but Bihar’s 
SOD, HumiyiSn, was defeated and driven out of Indie by Sher 
^in, who succeeded him as Sher Shih Shri. 

The ourrenoy refortas efiected by Sher Sh4h are mentioned 
later. This strong and able roler was succeeded by feeble and 
unworthy representatives. In the year A-D. 1656 another battle 
at P4tiipat again gave India finally to the Murals. 

In the list of kings are the names of forty Suit ins, whose 
reigue extend over a period of a little more than three and a half 
centuries. 

Coins of thirty-two of these rulers are contained in the 
Collection. 

Thb Coins and tbbxr IsscErPTioirs. 

The Pathin Kings or Snlt4nB of Behli coined in gold, eilvev. 
copper, and a mixture of silver and oopper. 

The Ghaznivide kings introduced into India the thin gold 
and silver pieces characteristic of the Mohammedan issues current 
in Central Asia, but these were quickly superseded by thicker 
ooins modelled on the native currency. The coins in general use 
were small, dumpy pieces of mixed metal. Of these Thomas 
says;—‘ The entire scheme of the sub-divisional cmrency inter¬ 
vening between the pure eiiver piece and the copper coin, proceed¬ 
ed upon the plan of mixing silver and copper in the definite 
proportions required for the severed intrinsic values. These 
alloys were formed into coins identical in weight, shape, and 
device, so that buyers and seUera hai in each case to determine by 
the eye and the hand the value of the piece tendered in pay* 
ment. A state of things inconceivable to European ideas, but 
practically involving but little difficulty among the natives of 
India even if the .ever-ready money-changer were not within call.’ 
(Thomas* * Chronicles of the Patb&n Kings of Dshli,* p. 229.) 
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In very tew oases did the coins bear miy denomination—for 
an exception see Coin No. 73—and the poesibilitiee of such a 
currency must iiave satisfied the Indian’s lore of l>aii;oining. 
A life-long training was necessary to ascertain at a glance the 
intimsio value of tliesc pieces, a.a the only criteria wore tho fool 
and colour. Thomas remitke that the one grand merit of a 
wheme of a mixed metal coinage is that tho coina am portable. 
On tho one hand a tangible piece of money is poasiblo for the 
rcry minnto sub-divieions ouvront in tliose days, in placo of a star 
or flake of silver, which a breath of ivind would blow aivay; and 
on the other, the inconvenient weight incident to the lower value 
of pure copper wae avoided. But such a system could only be 
maintamed if the rulers were honest, and the workmen accurate. 
These qualities were often absent, and interminable abuses 
resulted. It was left to ,Sher Sbdh Suri to abolish the use of these 
indeterminate mixtures of siivei- and copper, and to adopt the 
employment of pure metals. The improvement is due to this 
king, and not to the succeeding Mughal emperora. 

Muhammad bin Sdm did not force an alien system of coinage 
on the people of India. He adopted the buU and lioreeman de¬ 
vice, which had fimt been used by the Brahman kings of Kabul 
and many of his coins are bilingual. In addition to an Arabic 
UMonption, they boar his name or title in Ndgsri charaotera 
which oould be read by his new subjecte-see Coins Nos. 6 end t’ 

A series of coins struck in gold at Kanauj has on one side the 
image of the Indian goddess Lakhshmi, and on the other side the 
name of Muhammad Sim .stamped in Nigari characters after the 
fashion of the preceding Indian rulers of Kanauj. One bull and 
horseman^m |s ^own bearing the names of Muhammad bin 
m and Ppthvi Rija. These were wise concessions on the part 
of the conquer. Balban was the last king who employed the 
device of the horseman on his ooins, but the minting of bilingnai 
was not discontinued till the time of Muhammad bin 
Tn^aq. Prom the beginning of his reign only Arabic and Pei- 
Sian mscnptions were used, till Sher Shih Sfiri amongst other re¬ 
forms, reintroduced the use of a translation of the monarch’s 
name into the remaculai. See Coin No. 118 

As a general rule the coins exhibit the name of the king, the 
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and tba Hijridate. One of tbe first acts of a uonaitsh on 
ascending the throne was to have coins struck in his name. 
iSUcandar, grandson of Firoz Shih Tug^laq, orJy reigned forty-fiye 
days, but coins of at least five types in billon have been found. 
It is said that a or vratsr'Carrier did 8om$ great service to 

Hum&yhn^ and in return ^vas made king for a day. Although his 
reign was ephemovalf coins were strnek in his name on pieces of a 
leather water-bag. 

Muhammadan history is peouliarly susceptible to ihnstration 
and rectification from numismatic sources. I have just said that 
usually each coin records the name and titles of the ruler, the 
name of the mint, and the date of ietue. Tbe value of the evi¬ 
dence inscribed on these contemporary documents in metal h 
greatly enhanced by the ezaggerated importance attached by the 
Mu^mmadans bo that deportment of the conventional regal 
functions > involved in the right to coin. * Ajnong these peoples, 
the recitation of the public prayer in tbe name of the aspirant to 
the throne, associated with the issue of money bearing Ills supei'* 
scription, was unhesitatingly received as the overt act of accession. 
Unquestionably, in the state of civilization here obtaining, the 
production and facile dispersion of a new royal device wos sin¬ 
gularly well adapted to make manifest to the comprehension of 
all classes tbe immediate change in the supreme ruling power. In 
places where men did not print, these stamped moneys obtruding 
into every Bdzit constituted the most effective manifestoes and 
proclamatioQs human ii^enuity could have devised : readily mul¬ 
tiplied, they were individually the easiest and most naturally 

transported of all official documents.On the occasion 

of new conquests, the reigning Sultdn’s titles were ostentatiously 
paraded on the local money, ordinarily in ^e language and 
alphabet of the indigenous races, to secure the more elective an¬ 
nouncement of the fact that they themselves had passed under 
the sway of an alien suzerain.’ [The Chronicles of the Pathfin 
Kings of Dehli (Thom&a)'~pages 1 and 2.}

Sham?U'd-diii AUarath received a diploma of inTestiture from 
the Khali! of Baghd&d, which was the official hierarchical rocog* 
nitloa of the new IndO'&Iu^mmadan kingdom. The names of the 
Ahbasid Khalifs N&sir and Mnstaomr appear on the silver 
onrrency of Altamsh. This practice of recording the name of 
the reigcing Khalif on the Dehli coinage was discontinued 
Bukno-d-din Ibrihim. Meanwhile the office of Khalif bad been 
extinguished in the person of Musta'sim, who was cruelly put to 
death by Hnlikh Kbin on the capture and sack of Baghdid in the 
year A.H. 666. But it was revived in Egypt three years afterwards. 

QutbU'd^in Hubirak Shih definitely called himself the most 
m^hty loiim, ^alifa of the Lord of the Two Worlds—see Coin 
No. 47, and his capital Dir-uI-^iUfat, ‘ seat of the vicegerent of 
God.* It was Muhammad bin Tn^lac^ who recollected that no 
king or prince could exercise regal power without confirmation by 
the Khil fa. Later in his reign (741 A.H.) his religious sentiments 
asserted them pelves more definitively, and scruples having arisen 
in his mind ae to the imperfection of hie own title to the sever- 
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eignty—unconfirmed as it was by sacerdotal sanotion—he sought to 
remedy this defect by soliciting the patent of the then represen¬ 
tative of the line of the Abasaid Khalits, whose immediate pre¬ 
decessors had 80 fallen from tlieir ancient high estate as to accept 
a palace and a pension ti‘om the Sultan of Egypt. In anticipation 
of the receipt of such acknowledgment, Muhammad bin Tu,^iaq 
discontinued the use of hia own name on the coinage, and sup¬ 
planted it by that of A1 Mustakfibillah, whose designation appears 
on the Indian coins minted in 741, 742 and 743 A.H.; while the 
later periods are marked by that of his son. Al Hikim b’amr illah 
Abfial Abbis Ahmad.’* (Chroniclee of the Path A a Kings of Debli, 
pp. 256 and 257.)

INTRODUCTION. 

Tiie coins of the Mughal Emperors were Htruclc in gold, silver, 
and ooppov. Tlie introduction of the uao of nnalloycd metals was 
due to Slier ShdhSfiri—see tlio Note on tlip Coins of the Pa^iin 
JCings, 

BAbev had been a i-uler for many y<5Kis bofoie he dofoatod 
Ibr&lihn Lodi on the field of f*&uipat, and had issued coins in 
various parts of Tfirkistiln. These wew tlilu ail vex* j>icxjes which 
followed the fashion of the eoins of the devendanta of Tairafir, 
They are rare. In copper B&bav appears to have stiuck at only 
one mint—A'gra. 

Huraiyhn, suoceediag his father Bibar, coined after tlie same 
8tyle--sec coin No. 161. 

Akbar appears to have modelled hia coinage on that of Sher 
Sbih, and like tliat monarcli, he issued a great number of largo and 
thick copper coins known afld<inw, from many mints—for examples 
see coins Nos. 20$ to 212. For the first fcliirty years of Akbat’a 
life, his coinage shows but little change. The silver coins exliibit 
the Kolfma. together with the names of the four ImAms, 'All, 
‘Umr, UemAn, and Abti Bakr, and tlieir titles or qualities. These 
were the four orthodox Khalifs, and immediate successors of the 
Prophet, The titles vary slightly but are usually:_ 

Abd Bakr, the faithful witness. 

‘‘Dmr, the tamid. 

9 ^^ tyUl* 'Ugm^n, the father of two lights. 

‘ AU, the chosen. 

See coins Nos. 170 and 226. Akbar continued the use of square 
rupees and mohurs (Nos. 181 to 190), probably in imitation of 
the coinage of Milwa. Square coins of the Sdrls in gold and silver 
are known. 
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Iq the cnii-tieth year of Akbav’s reign a cbatige, which had 
been ioog foreeluidowed, showed itself in Akbar and on bis cur¬ 
rency. Ho began to date bis coins from the bi^st year of his reign, 
which he called the X)4hi or Divine year 1, The word is written 
Tbft inference was that Akbar’s person was aI«o divine, 
and he invented a now creed wliich iienceforth appeared on his 
coins. It was a short one eliu allf (Allihd Akbar Jal 

JaUlahb). The translation is ' Qod is most great, lot His 
brightness sliine forth,’ but the same words slightly rearranged 
ca -D mean ‘ Akbav is God, let His brightness shine forth,’ The 
names of the months and days of the Il&hl Era are the 
same as the old Persian ones. The era was used by Akbar, 
.Tabdngir, and Sb&b Jahdn, often together with the Kijri date, 
Hee coins Nos. 1^^8. 214, and 236, 

Jabingir struck round and square coins in gold and silver. 
His copper coins are rare. The biz&rs were still encumbered with 
the enormous copper issues of Sher Shih and Akbar. In fact the 
copper coins of the Mu^al Emperors between Anraegseb and 
Sb&h 'Alam TI are tare, and in some cases ore as yet unknown. 
The chief feature of JahAngir’s coinage is the Persian couplet 
inscriptions they bear. Characteristic examples are extant on 
coins Nos. 217, 220 and 223, He bad the name of Ndr Jahin, a 
favourite and beautiful consort, put on some of his coins—see 
coin No. 224. The most striking aeries of the coins of Jahingir 
are his zodiacal mohnrs and rupees. These exhibit a sign of the 
zodiac on one side, and on the other a Persian inscription. Most of 
them were struck at A gra and Ahmad A bid. Owing to tbelt 
beauty and eoaroity, they are much in demand by collectors, and 
visitors to India. The demand bos been met to a certain extent 
by forgery, and these coins should only be purchased from 
trnstworthy sources, and with sufficient precaution. Intending 
buyers sltould especially beware of complete sets, and half rupees. 

DAwar Bakhsh was a stop gap who only ruled for three months. 

The main interest of 8hih Jahin’s coins arises from the namee 
of the mints they bear, 

Aurangteb, the son of Shah JahAn, was a bigoted Muham¬ 
madan, and forbade the use of the Kalinia on his coins, saying 
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thab &o holy a Miing should not be bandied about in the hands 
of the infidoL Tlie Kolizna is the Mu^mntadan professiou of 
faith:—

There bt no god but God ; 

Muhammad is tlie Prophet of God, 

He invented a couplet of hie own—see coin No. 256—. and 
fldliered to it nil through Ids long reign. At tho same time he 
adopted a formula for the roverw aide of tho coin, which was 
almost invariably used by all hla suooeseors. This was 

ai-i. 

‘ In the year of his roign associated ;vith jii'oeperity.* 

Tile coins of Auraugseb’s revolted brothers Shih ShujA*, 
and Mni-id Bakhsh. and aon« A‘zam ShAJi. and Kim Bakheh, are 
all tare. 

The reign of Aurangsteb marks the commencement of a steady 
decadence in the Mu^al Empire, whioh 1 % reflected in the cur¬ 
rency of tJie succeediug Kmp errors. 

Sbih ‘Alam Bahidur Shih I reigned ouly five years, Jahin- 
dir Shih part of one, Farrukh Siyar less than eiglit. In the 
same year that Farrukh Siyar died, three kings ascended the 
throue, Rail 'ud Darajit, Rafi' ud Daula and Miihammad Shih. 
The reigns of the first two cover only a few months. About the 
same time Muhammad Nekoaiyav, and Muhammad Ibrihim 
raised rebellions, but their revolts were quickly ended. The 
coins of tlu^mmad Ibrihim are rare. It is not certain whether 
Muhammad Nchoajyar coined in bis own name, or not. 

It was in the time of Muhammad 8hAh that Nidir Sh&h. the 
Persian, invaded India, and sacked Debll. See Coin No. 371. 

Ah load Shah, CEdled BahAduron his coins, and his snoocssor 
‘ilamgirll, each reigned for about six years. At this period the 
country was overrun by Ahmad ShAh DurrAni. the snccessor of 
NAdir, For coins of this invader struck at Dehli, see Nos. 
S8l—2. 

On the death of ‘Alamgir If foDowed the usual disputed 
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Buco6ssioQ, and the ophemeral reign of one oi the dispatante 
Shah Jahin III. His coins are necessarily rare. Shih ‘Alaro 
reigned in Debli nearly 49 years, but hie power waa very limited. 
The East India Company struck mUlions of rupees in his name. 

Bedii Bakht was the figarchead of a conspiracy in A.H. 
1202-03. 

Ahbar U had for lus empiia the Port of Dehli, nevertheless 
he issued coins, and many coins were struck in his name by the 
rulers of Native States, 

The last of the house of Bibar who sat on the throne of 
Dehli was Bahidur Sliahll. He coined a few rupees in Dehli 
Fort, and these coins are very rare. 

Of the seventeen regular rulers known as the Mughal Em¬ 
perors. the issues of fifteen are represented in this CoUection. 


The Coins and tfuir Insonptions^ 

The nifdr was made for the purpose of distribution on the 
occasions of great festivab. It is usually somewhat thinner than 

the coins of currency, and is marked with the word Exam¬ 
ples are coins Nos. 262 to 254, and 296. 

It was the rule for each succeeding Mu^al Emperor to adopt 
bis own Persian couplet for inscription on the currency. The 
Catalogue shows this sufficiently. 

AMu^d coin exhibits the name of the king, the mint, and 
the year, both Hijri and regnal. In cases where the Hihi Era is 
need, the name of the month is generally given. 

The name of the capitd is the mint which most commonly 
recurs. It is known as Dehli till the time c£ Shdh Jah&n, who 
was the founder of the modem dty. He renamed it Shihjahini • 
bad, and the title Dir ul ^hilifat or Seat of the Khalifate is pre¬ 
fixed to the name. Other mints represented in this Collection 
were also given titles.

Before its name waa changed to Shihjah&o&bdd, tJie capital 
was somclimoa, as in pro-.MnsiiaJ days, known as H^rat (Pro- 
senoe) and D4r ul Mulk (Capital)—seo coin No. 164. Prom the 
reign of Sh4h Jab&u onwards > Agra Is invariably denoted on the 
coins as Akbar&bad, that is, the city founded by Akbar.
